Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  Leg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District  for 
19  64,  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations, 1959? 
and  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/65  of  11th  January  1965 0 

It  will  be  seen  that  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  this  year, 
information  is  included  in  the  Report  of  the  natural  fluoride  content  of  the 
various  water  supplies  for  the  Rural  District  Council  wherever  possible, 
showing  that  it  is  not  up  to  the  desired  concentration  of  1  part  per  million. 
In  common  with  many  other  local  authorities  in  the  County,  this  Council  voted 
during  1964  in  favour  of  fluoridation,  but  unfortunately  the  County  Council 
itself  turned  it  down. 

With  regard  to  the  vital  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
population  continued  to  rise  steadily  and  live  births  exeeded  deaths.  The 
birth  rate  was  less  than  in  the  previous  year  tut  so  was  the  death  rate,  and 
there  was  no  Neo-Natal,  Early  Neo-Natal  or  Maternal  mortality. 

On  the  environmental  side,  progress  was  made  with  schemes  for  the 
provision  of  mains  water  to  outlying  areas;  with  regard  to  sewerage  schemes, 
one  was  completed  at  the  village  of  Holcombe,  whilst  the  sewering  of  Pilton 
was  commenced.  With  the  help  of  the  W.V.S,,  a  much  needed  Meals  on  Wheels 
Scheme  was  inaugurated  in  the  Bat  combe  -  Evercreech  area  and  proved  a  success. 

As  with  other  rural  districts.  Brucellosis  in  dairy  herds  remained  a 
problem  in  19^4^  and  close  co-operation  was  required  with  the  County  Health 
Department  to  minimise  this  hazard  to  the  public  which  will  remain  a  hazard 
'whilst  raw  milk  is  consumed  or  until  a  Brucellosis  Eradication  Scheme  is  put 
through. 

I  am  particularly  grateful  to  the  Senior  and  Deputy  Public  Health 
Inspectors  for  their  zeal  and  support  at  all  times,  and  to  the  other  Officers 
of  the  Council  and  Council  Members  for  their  kind  co-operation.

Live  Births  -  totalled  33  less  than  in  1963?  with  a  corresponding  drop 
in  the  Recorded  and  Corrected  Birth  Rates.  There  was  1  more  illegitimate 
birth,  but  the  Illegitimate  Live  Birth  Rate  differed  little  from  that  of  the 
County. 

Still  Births  -  totalled  1  more  than  in  the  previous  year  and  were 
raised  above  the  County  and  National  figures. 


Deaths 


probably  due  to  improved  winter  weather  conditions.  Both  the  Recorded  and 
Corrected  Death  Rates  are  better  than  those  of  Somerset  or  England  and  Rales. 

Infant  Deaths  -  fell  again,  with  1  less  than  in  196 3.  There  was  no 
Neo-Natal  and  Early  Neo-Natal  mortality  and  the  Infant  Mortality  and  Peri- 
Natal  Mortality  Rates  compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  County  and 
England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  Deaths  -  there  were  again  no  deaths  in  women  from  the 
District  as  a  result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion.

Coronary  and  Other  Heart  Diseases  caused  28  deaths,  followed  by  Vascular 
Lesions  of  the  Nervous  fystem  with  16 .

Cancer  Deaths  ~  (2 6)  totalled  4  more  than  in  3-963*  and  as  regards 
site,  lung  cancer  led  with  6  deaths  followed  by  stomach  with  4.  Once 
again,  all  the  lung  cancer  deaths  occurred  in  males  and  in  the  later  age 
groups . 

Respiratory  Disease  Deaths  -  (12)  fell  to  4  less  than  in  19&3,  and 
of  these  Chronic  Bronchitis  accounted  for  half. 

Accidents  -  deaths  from  these  fell  again,  to  3,  and  motor  vehicle 
accidents  accounted  for  only  one .

There  is  little  of  note  amongst  the  cases  of  notifiable  diseases 
reported  apart  from  the  food  poisoning  notification  reported  on  in  more 
detail  below. 

ANNUAL  RETURN  OF  FOOL  POISONING  NOTIFICATIONS 


Two  adults  and  two  children  from  the  same  family  succumbed  to 
acute  food  poisoning  a  few  hours  after  arrival  at  a  farm/guesthouse  in 
the  District  from  London. 

They  were  admitted  to  a  Hospital  in  Bath  but  were  soon  able  to  be 
discharged  and  upon  investigation  it  was  found  highly  probable  that  the 
their  food  poisoning  was  due  to  the  consumption  of  their  own  home  cooked 
food  that  they  ate  on  the  journey.

Two  instances  occurred  during  the  year  where  Brucella  abortus  was 
found  in  the  milk  from  Producer/Retailers  on  routine  sampling  by  County 
Health  Staff,  and  Biological  analysis  at  Bristol  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

These  farms  were  visited  immediately  and  in  the  first  case  the 
application  of  a  formal  Pleat  Treatment  Order  on  the  milk  was  necessary 
from  13th  May  to  1st  June  until  the  herd  was  cleared. 

In  the  second  case,  the  farmer  agreed  to  give  up  the  small  amount 
of  local  milk  retailing  from  the  infected  herd  and  to  send  the  bulk 
supply  to  a  local  factory  for  heat  treatment  so  that  a  formal  Heat 
Treatment  Order  was  not  required.

REPORT  OF  THI  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


(A)  WATER  SUPPLIES 


(l)  Public  Main  Supplies 

(a)  General  The  Council  referred  the  question  of  the  unsatisfactory 
service  to  the  Dalles ton  area  (Emborough)  to  the  Bristol  Waterworks 
Company,  "but  the  Company  decided  to  await  their  long-term  scheme  for 
improving  the  supply  to  this  area  which  might  be  carried  out  in  the 
next  two  years.  Otherwise  the  puli  lie  supplies  of  water  in  the  District 
we^e  adequate.  Some  complaints  were  received  of  discoloured  water  and 
these  were  referred  to  the, Bristol  Waterworks  Company.  All  raw  water 
is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  the  mains . 

(b)  Sampling 

( i )  Chlorinated  Water

of  contamination,  but  not  to  the  extent  that  the  subsequent  treatment 
by  chlorination  proved  inoperative. 

(iii)  Chemical  Analysis 

6k  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  all  proved  satis¬ 
factory.  The  water  however,  is  very  hard,  but  this  hardness  is  mainly 
temporary  -  due  to  the  presence  of  bicarbonates  of  lime  and  magnesium 
which  are  precipitated  when  the  water  is  heated.

any  dissolving  effect  on  lead. 

Ext  §  LR  j Q  Public  Plains  There  were  no  extensions  during  the  year. 

Although  no  works  were  commenced  on  the  Brook  House  Inn  (Ditcheat)  and 
Oakhill  (Ash wick)  main  extensions,  there  was  administrative  progress 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  understood  that  the  scheme  for  the 
Brook  House  area  was  to  commence  during  the  first  quarter  of  1965.  In 
regard  to  the  Oakhill  scheme,  the  financial  arrangements  had  been 

finalised  by  the  end  of  the  year  so  that  it  was  anticipated  that  this 
scheme  also  would  be  carried  out  in  1965.

The 
laying  of  this  new  public  main  will  see  the  last  of  the  major  private 
main  supplies  in  the  District,  and  being  so,  no  samples  were  taken  from 
private  mains  during  the  year. 

(3)  Individual  Private  Supplies 

198  houses  in  the  District  (5*9^)  are  still  supplied  with  water  from 
individual  wells  or  springs,  a  slight  decrease  on  last  year.  178  of 
these  houses  have  the  water  laid  on  internally,  only  20  houses  now  rely 
on  an  external  well  or  spring.  In  most  cases  these  houses  with 
individual  private  supplies  are  in  out-lying  areas  where  main  supplies 
are  not  available . 

Samples  were  taken  from  some  of  these  private  supplies,  sampling  being 
mainly  concentrated  on  houses  with  an.  external  well  or  spring. 

These  samples  gave  the  following  re  suits: -

Action  was  taken  as  far  as  possible  with  regard,  to  the  unsatisfactory 
supplies,  and  two  of  the  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  mains. 

(4)  Sources  of  Supply  to  jj ouses  jirppbhe  Pi s t ri c t 

Table  A  on  page  24  shows  the  nature  of  the  supply  to  the  houses  in 
each  Parish.  It  will  be  seen  that  of  3*342  houses  in  the  District, 
3,069  (91.8/c)  have  a  piped  supply  of  water,  either  from  a  public  main 
or  a  private  main.  178  (5.3^)  have  spring  or  well  water  laid  on 
internally,  and  20  (0.6%)  of  the  houses  have  to  rely  on  an  outside 
well  or  spring.  The  majority  of  these  20  houses  with  an  outside  well 
or  spring  are  unfit,  and  will  be  dealt  with  under  Slum  Clearance 
Procedure. 

The  number  of  houses  relying  on  a  standpipe  supply  was  reduced  by  19, 
the  number  having  an  internal  supply  of  water  from  a  well  or  spring 
was  reduced  by  4,  and  the  number  relying  on  an  outside  well  or  spring 
was  reduced  by  2. 

Table  B  on  page  25  (Sanitary  Facilities  of  Houses)  shows  that  2,958 
houses  in  the  District  (88*5/?)  obtain  their  water  supply  direct  from 
the  public  mains  and  111  (3«3?0  from  private  mains). 

(NOTE:  any  apparent  discrepancy  in  the  figures  given  is  due  to  houses 
"being  closed  by  Slum  Clearance  Procedure). 
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(b)  sewerage  and  drainage 


(1)  Sewerage  Schemes 

(a)  Ever creech  Early  in  the  year,  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers 
produced  an  outline  scheme  for  sewering  Stoney  Stratton  and  for 
additional  foul  and  surface  water  sewers  in  Evercreech  Village  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  £107,070,  and  this  scheme  was  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  decided  to  enlarge 
the  scheme  slightly  to  allow  for  certain  additional  lengths  of  sewer 
to  replace  sewers  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  as  a  result  of  rat 
infestation. 

(b)  Holcombe  This  sewerage  scheme  was  virtually  completed  during  the 
year . 

(c)  Reconstruction  cf  Oakhill  Sewage  Disposal  Works  At  the  end  of  the 
year  this  scheme  was  nearing  completion. 

(d)  Pi It on  This  scheme  was  commenced  in  May  1962+  and  good  progress  was 
made  during  the  year. 

(e)  Tit cheat  Turing  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  were  delays  in 
finalising  the  scheme  due  to  negotiations  but  in  May  the  Ministry 
were  able  to  authorise  Tenders  being  sought.  A  Tender  of  £1+8,122 
was  accepted,  and  on  this  basis,  the  total  cost  of  the  scheme  ,  was 
estimated  at  £58,500.  At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  anticipated 
that  work  would  commence  early  in  1965 « 

(f)  Cranmore  Little  progress  was  made  on  the  preparation  of  this  scheme 
during  the  year.  There  were  considerable  delays  in  obtaining  a  site 
for  the  works  at  East  Cranmore,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  such  a  site 
was  still  not  obtained. 

(g)  Generally  Following  a  joint  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  myself  on  the  need  for  sewering  Binegar,  the  Council  decided  to 
adjourn  further  consideration  of  any  additional  sewerage  schemes  for 
one  year.  The  Council  also  decided  that  they  could  not  consider  the 
sewering  of  the  small  hamlet  of  East  End,  Stoke  St.  Michael,  at 
present . 

( 2 )  Drainage  of  Exi sting  Houses 

Table  B  on  Page  25  shows  the  number  of  houses  in  the  Tistrict  drained 
to  a  public  sewer  at  the  end  of  1962+  as  1,333  (39 .•890  an  increase  of 
±U2  over  the  previous  year.  1,562  houses  (2+6.790  are  drained  to  cess¬ 
pits  or  septic  tanks  and  £1+7  houses  (10.39  )  have  no  drainage  or  have 
unsatisfactory  drainage  (2+8  less  than  in  1963)  . 
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(c)  CLOSETS  AND  OTHER  SANITARY  FACILITIES 


Table  B  on  page  25  shows  that  2,880  houses  in  the  District  (86.2$)  have 
a  ’water  closet,  an  increase  of  92  on  last  year.  Ten  houses  (0.29$)  have 
shared  closets,  420  houses  (12.6$)  have  a  pail  or  chemical  closet  (46 
less  than  last  year)  and  32  hou'ses  (0.9$)  have  a  privy  closet  (2  less 
than  last  year).  The  Table  also  shows  that  153  houses  in  the  District 
(4.6$)  have  no  sink  (33  less  than  last  ^y ear)  and  933  (27.9$)  have  no 
bath  (66  less  than  last  year). 

The  general  improvement  under  this  heading  is  mainly  due  to  three  factors  - 
Slum  Clearance,  Improvement  Grants  and  voluntary  efforts  by  owners. 


(D)  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  /  SALVAGE 


(1)  Refuse  Collection  The  Council’ s  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  18 
cub. yard  Refuse  Lorry  completed  its  second  year  of  service.  The  crew 
of  driver  and  two  loaders  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service.  The 
fortnightly  collection  for  each  Parish  continued.. 

(2)  Disposal  The  Tip  at  Moorwood,  Ashwick  continued  in  operation  and  was 
kept  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  condition  by  the  refuse  lorry  crew 
and  part-time  tip  attendant. 

(3)  Salvage  It  was  not  possible  to  resume  collection  of  waste  paper  during 
the  year.  11  tons.  16  cwts.  of  scrap  metal  was  despatched  to  the 
Dealers  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  received  £42.  2.  3d  (compared 
to  £43.  6.  6d  for  the  previous  year). 

(E)  GENT  SAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  MATTERS 


(1)  Smoke  Abatement  No  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

(2)  Caravans  and  Camping  Sites  During  the  year  one  licence  for  a  site  for 
an  individual  caravan  was  renewed,  and  three  new  licences  were  issued 
in  respect  of  sites  for  individual  caravans.  In  all  cases  the  period 
of  the  licence  is  that  prescribed  by  the  Local  Planning  Authority,  in 
the  planning  consent.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  sixteen  licences  were, 
in  force  for  sites  for  individual  caravans  and  two  licences  were  in 
force  for  a  caravan  camp  of  twenty-six  caravans. 

(3)  Rag  Flock  There  are  no  premises  in  the  District  in  which  rag  flock 

is  manufactured  or  sold.  r 
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(M  Agric u It ur al  ( Ke alt h ,  e t c _Ac_t «_  1956  No  inspections  were  carried 
out  in  1964. 

(5)  Nats  and  Mice  Nifty-nine  complaints  were  received  or  rats  in 

dwelling  houses.,  and  five  complaints  were  received  of  rats  infesting 
other  premises.  Advice  was  given  in  respect  of  four  cases  of  mice 
infestation.  The  Council’s  Part-time  Rodent  Operator  continued 
routine  inspection  of  houses  for  rats  and  the  Council’s  sewers  at 
Cros combe.  Doubting,  Fvercreech,  G-urney  Slade,  Oakhill,  Stoke  St. 
Michael  and  Ltratton-on-the-Fosse,  were  tested  and  treated  where 
necessary.  It  was  again  necessary  to  treat  the  stream  at  Croscombe.

Factories.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  thirty-eight  Outworkers 
on  the  Council  list,  all  employed  in  the  G-loving  Industry, 

(8)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,1964  By  the  date  laid  down 
for  registration  of  premises  under  the  Act,  ( 31/7/64)  only  16  out  of 
some  40/50  possible  premises  had  registered.  The  attention  of 
occupiers  of  premises  which  had  not  registered  was  drawn  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Act,  with  improved  results.  At  the  end  of  the

(12) Visits  During  the  year  a  total  of  2,371  visits  were  made  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors.

(f)  private  houses 


(1)  Slum  Clearance  The  total  number  of  unfit  houses  was  reduced  by  12 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  houses  as  ascertained  by  the 
Comprehensive  Housing  'Survey  in  1555  was  326  and  by  the  end  of  196R 
(after  9  years  progress)  this  number  has  been  reduced  to  62.  Thus 
in  nine  years,  26R  houses  (8ljk)  have  been  dealt  with.  It  should  be 
noted  that  32  of  the  "balance  of  62  Unfit  houses  still  to  be  dealt 
with  are  houses  occupied  by  old  people  whom  the  Council  have 
decided  not  to  disturb  unless  they  express  a  wish  to  be  moved  (and 
these  houses  are  only  dealt  with  when  the  tenancy  comes  to  an  end). 
Seven  houses  are  void  and  not  likely  to  be  re-occupied.  This 
leaves  only  23  houses  where  action  is  still  necessary. 

(2)  Improvement  G-rants  "Discretionary  Grants"  are  being  used  where 
more  substantial  schemes  of  re-construction  are  to  be  carried  out, 
and  the  "Standard"  G-rant  (which  is  a  much  more  simple  affair)  is 
useful  to  people  who  only  want  a  bathroom  and  internal  W.C,  with¬ 
out  substantial  alterations  to  the  house.  Four  applications  for 

a  "Discretionary"  (Grant  were  approved  during  the  year,  and  the 
average  G-rant  was  £370.  Fourteen  1  applications  for  "Standard" 

G-rants  were  approved  making  a  total  of  18  G-rants  approved  in  all, 
compared  to  R0  in  1963.  Apart  from  the  number  of  G-rants  approved, 
numerous  enquiries  were  received  which  did  not  materialise  into 
applications.  Nevertheless,  almost  all  enquiries  result  in  a 
complete  survey  of  the  house  by  the  staff  whether  a  formal 
application  results  or  not.  Table  F  on  page  28  shows  that  schemes 
for  the  improvement  of  RR  houses  were  completed  during  the  year, 
compared  with  31  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number,  19  were  for 
Owner/Occupiers,  and  25  for  Tenanted  houses. 

(3)  Private  Houses  Erected  Twenty- eight  houses  were  erected  by 
private  enterprise  during  the  year,  one  more  than  in  1963*
